Washington, August 12.—(/)—Two 
developments turned the attention of 
the state department toward Mexico 
today as Secretary Kellogg was prepar- 
ing to leave for White Pine camp to 
talk over departmental problems with 
President Coolidge. 

Ambassador Sheffield reported that 
he had interceded with the Mexican 
foreign offiee on behalf of andther im 
prisoned American, J. H. Grande, of 
Los Angeles, who was arrested a week 
ago and held without hearing on an 
unspecified charge. 

Sees Flaherty Today. 

While officials weré assessing the 
possible consequences of that. incident, 
Mr. Kellogg made ana appointment for 
tomorrow which will give the Ameri- 
can government its first official con- 
tact with the xeligious controversy in 
Mexico. He arranged to see J. J. 
Flaherty, supreme knight of the 
Knights ef Columbus, and receive 
from him a resolution adopted at the 
recent Philadelphia conveation of the 
order, asking that the United States 
intervene to protect Catholic church- 
men in their dispute with President 
Calles. 

Doubtless both of these subjects, as 
well as the uncompleted negotiations 
with the Mexico City government over 
the new oil and land laws, will be 
discussed by Secretary Kellogg with 
his chief during the four or five days 
he will spend at the summer white 
house. He plans te leave Washington 
Saturday morning and remain at 
White Pine camp until Wednesday, 
when he is to speak at Plattsburg. N. 
(. He probably will return to the 
camp on Thursday for further confer- 
ence before he returns to the capital 
to meet Ambassador Sheffield, who is 
to reach Washington late next week. 

‘Meantime, the department will seek 
further information about the impris- 
onment of Grande. The only charge 
against him reported to Washington 
is that of violating the Mexicana con- 
stitution. 
Coolidge Refers Petition. ”

Somervilley N. J., August 12.—Wil- 
lie Stevens and Henry de la B. Car- 
pender, charged with the murder of 
the Rev. Edward W. Hall and Mrs. 
Eleanor Mills, were held without bail 
by County Judge Frank L. Cleary in 
Somerville tonight and locked up in 
the Somerset county jail. 

Stevens is a brother and Carpender 
a cousin of M:.. Frances Stevens 
Hall, widow of the slain réctor, who 
is accused of complicity in the crime 
and is at liberty under $15,000 bail. 

The warrants for Stevens and Car- 
pender were issued late this afternoon 
by, Judge Cleary at the behest of Al- 
exander Simpson, special prosecutor, 
and were:sworn to by Captain John 
J. Lamb, of the New Jersey state po- 


lice, on “information and _ belief.” 
Following their arrest at the home 
of Mrs. Hall in New Brunswick, 
Stevens and Carpender were rushed to 
Somerville by automobile, finger 
printed at state police headquarters 
there and then arraigned. 


Will Ask for Bail. 


They will have a preliminary ex- 
amination. before Judge Cleary at 2 
o'clock this afternoon in the court- 
house at Somerville, when their coun- 
sel will ask that they, like their wom- 
an relative, be admitted to bail, pend- 
ing submission of the case to a grand 
jury late next month. 

h: arraignment took place at 8 
p. m. in Judge Cleary’s private law 
office. The proceedings were brief. 
Photographers flashlights boomed as 
the prisoners, each escorted by two 
officers, approached the entrance to 
the office building, where Timothy N. 
Pfeiffer, one of Mrs. Hall’s counsel, 
was awaiting them. 

“Not guilty!” Stevens and Car- 
pender answered in turn as the com- 
plaints were read to them and the 
were asked how ttiey would plead. 
Judge Cleary then ruled they should 
be held without bail until the hear- 
ing tomorrow. 

Deny Charges. 

They walked with the officers 
through a drizzling rain the block be- 
tween the judge’s office and the jail. 

“It is ridiculous!” was illie 
Stevens’ only comment to reporters 
who clustered about the party on 
the way. 

Carpender said: “I have nothing 
to fear, I welcome the arrest. The 
outcome will prove for all time that 
we had nothing to do with the 
murder.”” 

Then the jail doors clanged behind 
the brother and cousin of the min- 
ister’s widow. 

A third warrant was issued today 
by Justice of the Peace William R. 
Sutphen for a woman whose name 
was withheld as a material witness to 


the murder. Late tonight state troop- | hu 


ers were still trying to take her into 


custody. | 

“After examining 57 witnesses in 
the Hall-Mills murder during the last 
week I'am convinced we have a clear- 
cut case,” said Simpson, following the 
arrests. ; 

“There are four more witnesses to 
be questioned. Two of them I ex- 
pect will materially strengthen our 
case. At any: rate, none of them can 
weaken it.”

BROWN DECLINES 


TOMEET TALMADGE 


IN MORE DEBATES 


Talmadge Promises To 
“Stay on His Neck” Un- 
til End of Campaign on 

September 8. 


DEBATE DECLARED 
TALMADGE VICTORY 


Brown Said His Cam- 
paign Committee Advises 
| Him Against Further 
Debates.

Elberton, Ga., August 12.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Before a crowd that overflowed 
the Elbert county courthouse yard 
here today, Eugene Talmadge, of Mc- 
Rae, and J. J. Brown, of Elbert, rival 
candidates for commissioner of’ agri- 
culture, held their third joint debate 
of #he campaign, and after about three 
hours of wordy battle Talmadge liter- 
ally “ran his opponent off the stump,” 
when at the conclusion Brown declined 
absolutely to meet Talmadge again in 
Atlanta or anywhere else in the state 
in further discussion. 

Brown’s refusal to meet Talmadge 
any more came as a dramatic climax 
to a day of tense political warfare. 
Brown said he had suggested at Mc- 
Rae, Talmadge’s home town, in their, 
first debate lust week,-that. he: would 
meet Talmadge in: Blberton, Brown's 
home tewn, ahd ‘in Atlanta, but de- 
elared his campaign committee had ad- 
vised him to make today’s clash the 
last of the series. Talmadge told 
Brown he “would stay on his neck” 
the rest of the race. 

Today’s batile was in some respects 
a repetition of the debate at McRae, 
and was an unquestioned victory for 
Talmadge in so far as applause, cheers 
and support were concerned. Tal- 
madge won a great majority of the 
cheers, sustained many of his cam- 


paign charges and left the field with 
Browr clearly on the defensive. 


Stapleton Presides. 


Judge Raymond Stapleton, of the

Another surprise, perhaps, was 
the weakness of John H. Bankhead, 


|son of a former United States sen- | 


tor, and admittedly one of the 
strong men of the state. There is 
-a widespread misunderstanding out- 
side of Alabama as to the Bankhead 
candidacy. The contestant for the 
segatorial nomination is not the 
present congressman from the tenth 
district—W. B. Bankhead—as many 
suppose. He is an older brother, a 
lawyer and an able Alabamian. He, 
too, belongs to the Undetwood 
school of political thought. 

The lead of Bibb Graves for gov- 
ernor is not Significant. It will re- 
quire second choice votes to decide 
this contest, as there were three 
other candidates. Graves’ small 
lead compared with almost equal 
strength divided among the other 
candidates is, however, significant 
in showing the overwhelming ma- 
jority of voters as opposing his 
capitalization of religi preju- 
dices. .He made Governor. AJ Smith. 
of New York, the football of his 
campaign, without rhyme or reason 
except to arouse and solidify if pos- 
sible the anti-Catholic vote. It is 
not at all improbable that his lead 
will dwindle in the second-choice 
count. Such an issue, entirely ir- 
relevant, had no place in the cam- 
paign. 

The Alabama primary law ob- 
viates the necessity of a run-over 
primary, due to the failure of any 
candidate to receive a majority of 
the popular vote cast, by requiring 
each voter to register a first and 
second choice. In the first: count 
only the first-choice ballots are tab- 
ulated. In the event of no pop- 
ular vote majority nomination then 
the two high candidates only are 
retained, and to their first-choice 
totals are added their complete 
second-choice totals. That one of 
the two final candidates receiving 
the majo.ity of first plus second- 
choice votes—which means in the 
last count the greater total num- 
ber when combined—is officially 
declared the nominee. 

The law applies to nominations 
for United States senator and for 
all the statehouse offices. 


BANKERS “SHOCKED.” 


The executive committee of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, in ses- 
Sion in Atlanta, adopted resolutions 


tices disclosed by the recent failure 
of 83 chain banks in the state, and 
vigorously condemned “the unsound 
banking methods employed in the 
operation of this chain of institu- 
tions.” 

The entire resolution,, calling 
upon the governor to order the at- 
torney general to make a thorough 
probe of “the amazing and unbe- 
lievable conditions” which ‘ought 
to have been impossible under the 
laws of our state,” is published else- 
where. 


The action of this group of asso- 
ciation leaders is precisely and defi- 
nitely in line with the views of The 
Constitution as expressed on nu- 
merous occasions since the collapse 
that under no consideration could 
have occurred had our banking laws 
been strong, and our banking de- 
partment fully alive to the ‘‘amazing 
and unbelievable conditions.” 

Even with weak laws—admitted,. 
with full measure of shame upon the 
‘legislature for its failure to prop- 
erly safeguard depositors — why 
were these “amazing and unbeliev- 
able conditions” not known?

Reared at Eufaula. 


Governor Wellborn was born Janu- 

ary 22, 1862, and was reared at Ku- 
faula. His father, whose name he 
bears, distinguished himself as a 
colonel in the Confederate army. An- 
other ancestor of the governor's is 
John Wellborn, who came from Wales 
and settled at Jamestown, Virginia, 
in 1710. His mother was Emma 
Julia Dent, a member of an old and 
distinguished southern family. 
_ Governor Wellborn was educated 
in the schools at Eufaula. « He at- 
tended the high school there and also 
Patterson and Craven's academy. The 
father was anxious that his boy 
should have a college education. but 
the call of the business world was 
so ‘strong young Wellborn could not 
resist it, and he began business as a 
bookkeeper in a wholesale grocery 
store at Eufaula in 1881. After- 
wards he became a bookkeeper in a 
national bank in Mississippi. Then 
he returned to Alabama, went to An- 
niston and there engaged if the real 
estate and insurance business. 

W hile living in Anniston he orga- 
nized the Anniston Building and Loan 
association, which he conducted until 
1894. His business interests now be- 
gan to expand, and he was prominent- 
ly identified with the organization 
and building up of the Anniston Bank- 
ing and Loan company, the City 
National Bank of Anniston, the First 
National Bank of Anniston, the First

he was president of all there institu- 
tions in 1914.

kerosene and gasoline must be in- 
spected if the people’s interests are 
protected. These inspectors are also 
the collectors of oil and gasoline reve- 
nues and must compile a record of 
all gasoline sold in the state so that 
the state will receive its full revenue 
from the sale. Inspectors are not 
aid salaries, but are on commissions 
ixed by law. If they don’t work 
they are not paid. 

“My opponent charges that I op- 
pose the distillation test. This is not 
true. Three different times during 
the past five years I have assisted in 
drafting bills designed to put this test 
in operation in Georgia. Each 
these bills was weighted down with 
amendments offered by my enemies in 
the house of representatives who 
sought to impair the efficiency of the 
service. The result was that the bills 
with the harmful amendments were 
defeated. 

“Mr. Talmadge says that there 
should be fewer fertilizer inspectors. 
He says he would reduce the number 
by having inspections made at ports 
and at factories.

“If it were possible to place ferti- 
lizer inspectors in three shifts at every 
port of entry, ,at every pojnut a rail- 


road enters the state and at every fac-! 


tory in the state the number of fer- 
tilizer inspectors would be greatly mul- 
tiplied and no protection would be af- 
forded the farmer, for there would be 
no way to know what farmers were 
entitled to rebates on ‘under runs’ 
because there would be no way of as- 
certaining what farmers got the fer- 
tilizers. 

‘There are but six long-term fer- 
tilizer inspectors, and 40 short-term 
inspectors who work only four months 
each year at a salary of $83.33 per 
month and expenses, while the long- 
term men receive only $100 a month 
and expenses. There has been no :n- 
crease in the number of fertilizer in- 
spectors during the past 20 years al- 
though the amount of fertilizer used 
has increased more than five times.

In spite of his white 
hairs and 50 years, the squat-figured 
Mullins jumped to his feet, his face 
livid with anger as Dempsey turned 
away with a remark that “it’s a good 
thing you’re too old.” 

“I’m not too old to take you on,” 
shouted Paddy raising his fist. “If 
you won't fight my fighter, I'll lick 
you.” 

Intervention by calmer spirits, in- 
cluding Gene Normile, one of Demp- 
sey’s business agents, prevented the 
clash from gorng further, but Mullins 
flung a final bombshell when he 
charged that he had been offered and 
refused $50,000 to withdraw the chal- 
lenge of Wills for a title match, now 
on file with the commission.

ation for doing so at the present time, 
particularly in the United States. 
World production of wheat, rye, corn. 
oats, barley, cotton, wool, hogs and 
potatoes was less in 1924 than in 
1913, while the population of the 
world had increased 400 per cent in 
as many years. 

The present food surplus in the 
United States, he said, shows there 
is no need for greater production at 
present, but within the next 15 or 
20 years the increase in population 
will have consumed this surplus,
